LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  January  5  states  as  follows: 

"Renewed  interest  in  staple  cotton  quotations  was  reported  this 
week  from  several  quarters  of  the  market  and  inquiry  for  prices 
was  reported  from  various  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers. 
Sales  wore  put  through  in  some  instances  but  dealing  was  still 
light  in  the  aggregate.      Much  business  seems  in  prospect  during 
the  next  two  or  thrje  months  unless  the  mills  are  to  close  down, 
for  very  few  of  the  large  users  are  believed  to  be  covered  much 
beyond  March  or  April  needs  and  some  will  exhaust  present  supplies 

before  that  date  if  oparations  are  continued  at  the  present  rate. 

*  *  * 

"Egyptian  cotton  has  be3n  very  sluggish  and  prices  have  changed 
hardly  at  all  during  the  past  week.      Medium  grade  uppers  are 
pricod  in  the  neighborhood  of  21-l/2  to  22  cents  and  are  said  to 
have  sold  in  a  modest  way  at  that  figure,  while  medium  grade  Sakol 
can  be  had  at  30-l/2  to  31  conts  with  higher  grades  at  32-l/2  to 
33  cents.      High  grade  Sudan  Sakol  is  tentatively  pricod  around 
37  cents  to  39  cents  but  no  trading  has  been  reported.  Pima 
cotton  has  not  been  active,  but  nominal  quotations  have  been  around 
35  cents  to  36  cents  for  number  twos  and  36  cents  to  37  cents  for 
ones,  while  number  throes  rango  in  tho  neighborhood  of  34  cents. 
No  trading  is  reported.

LONG  ST/.PLE  COTTON  MARKET  COPDITIORS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  January  12  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  began  to  show  signs  of  reawakening 
here  this  week,  but  the  trading  has  not  yet  been  sufficiently 
general  to  cause  any  stiffening  in  prices.      Decidedly  wider 
interest  in  cotton  is  reported,  however,  from  many  different 
quarters,  and  it  is  generally  believed  here  that  substantial 
buying  will  immediately  follow  the  booking  of  gray  goods  business 
on  a  general  scale.      A  great  deal  of  inquiry  that  has  come  this 
week  has  not  yet  ripened  into  business,  but  is  likely  to  soon  if 
prospective  gray  goods  orders  aro  taken.

"There  has  been  but  little  inquiry  or  activity  in  the  extra  long 
staple  types,  *** 

"Egyptians  have  continued  dormant  in  most  quarters  of  the  market 
with  very  little  change  in  the  price  basis.      Pima  has  not  figured 
in  the  reports  in  brokerage  circles  recently,  but  is  nominally 
unchanged  in  price.

The  question  is  b3ing  put  how,  with  the  present  conditions, 
it  will  be  possible  tc  dispose  of  the  Egyptian  crop  which,  according 
to  the  latest  recc rds  available,  may  roach  85-  millions  of  cantars, 
[equivalent  tc  1,760,000  American  bales]    even  without  regard  tc  the 
preparations  for  the  next  cc tton  soason  which  are  rapidly  advancing 
and  are  indicating  a  substantial  increase  in  the  acreage  which  may 
add  to  the  coming  crop  one  million  of  cantars.      The  situation 
will  give  matter  for  thought  to  the  Government  of  the  efficiency 
of  its  intervention.  .  .  ."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  IIATKET  CPNDTTI0N3 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  January  26  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  failed  to  develop  this  past  weak  the 
large  sales  totals  reported  for  the  weak  previous  but  buying  interest 
continued  very  active  both  in  this  and  in  other  Eastern  consuming 
centers,  and  much  business  is  in  prospect,  brokers  claim.  Inquiry 
for  prices  embraced  virtually  the  entire  range  of  staple  lengths 
from  contract  cotton  up  to  inch  and  five-sixteenths,  and  from  strict 
and  good  middling  down  to  grades  so  low  they  wer3  impossible  to 

class  according  to  government  grade  standards  except  as  "dogs." 

*  *  * 

"Because  of  the  deterioration  in  the  1 3ngth  and  character  of  the 
staple  of  Egyptian  Sakel  cotton  there  has  been  less  dem.md  for  it 
this  season  from  mills  having  need  for  very  long  staple.  Selected 
Sakel  of  long  staple,  or  Sudan  Sakel  has  been  in  some  demand  from 
manufacturers  who  have  need  for  very  fine  yarns  of  high  breaking 
strength,  but  the  offerings  have  been  few  and  far  between  and  the 
prices  unquotable  and  irregular.      Some  have  b ?en  specifying  Maarad. 
Pima  has  also  been  in  some  demand  for  this  type  of  work,  and 
occasional  sales  have  been  made.      Pima  prices  have  remained 
unchanged  for  some  weeks,  but  it  has  been  virtually  impossible  to 
get  good  charactered  cotton  cf  this  variety  under  35  cents.
